Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-23 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Arguments submitted in Remarks filed 10/17/03 are persuasive in distinguishing new 
independent claim 23 over the rejections applied to claim 1 as anticipated by Hiroshima, as 
unpatentable over Paris in view of Yajima, and as unpatentable over Tsujikawa. The prior art 
fails to disclose or suggest a color filter having three voltage-controlled polarized light 
converting elements and three polarization spectroscopic elements reflecting S-polarized light of 
each of three primary colors in the order as proposed. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
